To  the  Mayor ,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Newark 
Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  of  Newark-on-Trent  for  the 
year  1962.  Broadly  speaking,  there  is  a  very  satisfactory  report 
for  the  year. 

With  regard  to  the  Vital  Statistics,  there  is  a  rise  in  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  the  Borough  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  but,  as 
might  have  been  expected,  a  bigger  rise  in  the  “natural  increase”  of 
births  over  deaths.  The  corrected  birth  rate  shows  a  significant 
rise,  and  there  is  a  rise  in  the  death  rate  but  not  to  the  same 
extent.  These  statements  are  in  comparison  with  the  figures  for 
1961. 

In  the  report  for  1961,  it  was  noted  that  there  was  a  marked 
rise  in  the  number  of  illegitimate  births,  and  this  statement  was 
quoted  even  in  the  American  Press,  so  it  gives  me  very  great  pleasure 
to  state  that  in  1962  there  was  a  significant  drop  in  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births.  In  fact  the  percentage  of  illegitimate  births 
compared  with  the  total  live  births  fell  from  8.8%  to  5.8%.  The 
latter  figure  still  remains  higher  than  for  years  1958,  1959  and  1960, 
but  it  corresponds  fairly  closely  to  the  national  percentage.  It, 
brings  one  back  to  the  old  adage  that  one  can  prove  anything  with 
statistics. 

The  slight  rise  in  death  rate  applies  equally  to  the  national 
rate,  but  this  should  give  very  little  concern.  Again  the  infantile 
mortality  rate  and  the  national  rate  have  fallen  by  a  similar  amount, 
the  Borough  rate  being  well  below  that  for  England  and  Wales. 
There  was  one  more  death  in  1962  amongst  infants  under  1  year, 
but  the  increase  in  the  number  of  births  reduced  the  rate.  Of  the 
nine  deaths  under  1  year,  five  died  within  one  week  of  birth  and 
three  of  these  died  in  the  first  few  hours  of  life.  It  will  be  noted 
that  prematuriiy  was  a  leading  cause  of  death. 

Once  more,  heart  and  lung  disease  are  amongst  the  most 
common  cause  of  death.  Although  heart  disease  is  the  commonest, 
lung  conditions  closely  follow  up  and  it  will  be  remembered  that 
the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  produced  their  report  on  “Smoking 
and  Health*’.  Both  these  systems,  i.e.,  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  and  the  respiratory  system  are  shown  to  be  affected  by 
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smoking,  particularly  cigarette  smoking,  although  one  must  admit 
that  all  forms  of  air  pollution  tend  to  give  rise  to  respiratory  diseases. 
The  report  in  question  definitely  proves  that  cigarette  smoking  is 
one  of  the  main  factors  in  cancer  of  the  lung  and  although  a  small 
population  does  not  show  very  striking  figures  it  will  be  noted  that 
‘cancer  from  the  lung’  deaths  have  risen  from  7  in  1953  to  15  in  1962. 
Also  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  greater  than  those  from 
bronchitis  —  the  so  called  “English  Disease”.  It  is  felt  that  the 
best  method  of  propaganda  against  cigarette  smoking  should  be 
directed  at  the  school  child,  and  it  is  understood  that  this  line  of 
attack  is  being  pursued.  To  my  mind  the  point  is  not  sufficiently 
stressed  that  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  are  rising  significantly, 
and  that  they  are  greater  than  motor  traffic  accidents  and  equal  to 
all  forms  of  accident,  poisoning  and  violent  deaths. 

Whilst  smoking  is  a  major  cause  of  respiratory  and  heart 
disease  there  is  also  the  question  of  air  pollution.  One  of  the  major 
causes  of  this  is  domestic  smoke.  Industry  collaborates  well  and 
gives  rise  to  little  complaint  but  in  the  near  future,  the  question  of 
“clean  air  zones”  will  have  to  be  considered.  The  Borough  is  not 
in  a  “black  area”  and,  owing  to  a  certain  amount  of  shortage  of 
smokeless  fuels,  it  might  be  rather  difficult  to  obtain  approval  to 
any  scheme  at  the  moment,  but  the  position  is  being  kept  under 
review. 

Turning  to  a  somewhat  less  murky  picture,  it  will  be  noted  that 
infectious  diseases  fell  to  an  extremely  low  level,  in  fact  in  no  case 
did  any  individual  disease  reach  double  figures.  The  highest  figure 
was  for  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  with  9  new  cases  —  a  significant 
drop  from  the  34  new  cases  in  1953 !  To  have  only  1  case  of  measles 
which  occurred  in  December  —  must  be  a  record.  However,  the 
year  was  the  biennial  one  when  a  low  figure  can  be  expected.  The 
previous  year  was  a  very  high  one  and  1963  is  also  high. 

Four  cases  of  meningitis  occurred  during  the  year  one  being 
tubercular  in  origin,  one  case  was  of  the  aseptic  variety  and  two 
cases  were  due  to  meningococcal  infection,  i.e.,  cerebro  spinal  fever, 
a  condition  which  is  now,  fortunately,  rare. 

During  the  first  few  days  of  the  year  the  Lines.  Mass  Radio¬ 
graphy  Unit  visited  the  Borough  and  the  adjoining  area  and  details 
of  their  survey  are  included  in  the  body  of  the  report.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  everybody  who  can  will  take  advantage  of  this  facility, 
whenever  the  Unit  visits  Newark,  for  although  the  vast  majority 
will  have  satisfactory  films  of  their  chests,  there  is  certain  to  be  the 
occasional  him  showing  some  abnormality  which  is  probably 
symptomless  at  this  stage  and  capable  of  being  treated. 

The  vaccination  and  immunisation  services  were  expanded 
during  the  year.  A  further  protective  measure  was  introduced  with 
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the  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  vaccine  and  that  was  protection 
against  tetanus.  Fortunately  the  latter  condition  is  rare,  but  there  is 
always  the  risk  with  a  dirty  puncture  wound,  and  it  is  felt  that  this 
additional  protection  is  well  worth  while. 

During  the  year  small-pox  was,  unfortunately,  imported  into 
the  country,  and  protection  against  this  resulted  in  a  great  increase 
in  work  amongst  the  medical  profession  generally.  The  Borough 
being  situated  on  the  Great  North  Road  tended  to  be  inundated 
with  requests  for  vaccination  by  travellers  to  infected  areas,  some¬ 
times  the  travellers  having  visited  the  local  Hospitals  for  this  service. 
A  further  alteration  in  the  vaccination  programme  accurred  when  the 
Ministry  of  Health  recommended  that  in  future  small  children 
should  be  primarily  vaccinated  between  the  ages  of  1  and  2  years, 
i.e.,  after  their  “triple”  injections  and  Poliomyelitis  vaccinations. 
One  feels  that  this  may  result  in  poor  response  in  the  future  Child¬ 
ren  are  more  active  and  parents  are  beginning  to  be  a  little  tired  of 
injections  etc.,  by  the  time  that  the  child  is  1  year  old.  It  will  be 
possible  to  comment  further  on  this  in  next  year’s  report. 

Another  development  in  the  preventive  services  was  the  bringing 
into  use  of  the  “oral”  type  of  Poliomyelitis  vaccination.  This  is 
a  mixture  of  the  three  types  of  Poliomyelitis  viruses  which  have 
been  subcultured  to  such  an  extent  that  ingestion  of  them  will  not 
give  rise  to  any  symptoms. 

The  dose  is  three  drops  on  a  lump  of  sugar,  or  in  a  simple  syrup 
for  babies.  This  is  repeated  on  two  further  occasions  at  monthly 
intervals.  The  harmless  virus  thus  enters  the  body  naturally,  and 
resistance  is  developed  by  the  human  being  just  as  if  a  normal 
infection  had  taken  place,  but  without  symptoms.  The  defence 
mechanism  of  the  body  is  sensitised  to  the  virus  and  it  is  hoped 
that  by  this  simple  means  this  dire  disease  will  be  eradicated.  Up 
to  the  time  of  writing  the  number  of  cases  in  the  Country  were  about 
1  /5th  of  those  for  the  same  period  in  1961.  It  would  appear  that 
results  as  good  as  those  for  diphtheria  protection  should  be  achieved. 

A  further  improvement  in  the  schemes  for  protection  against 
Tuberculosis  were  instituted  during  the  year,  viz:  that  the  age  for 
this  service  was  reduced  from  13  years  to  10  years.  For  convenience 
it  was  decided  to  offer  this  protection  to  all  entrants  to  Senior 
Schools  in  order  to  make  it  more  satisfactory  from  an  administrative 
point  of  view,  and  to  avoid  disturbing  children  in  their  last  year  at  a 
Junior  School.  Whilst  increased  figures  were  obtained,  one  feels 
that  they  are  not  good  enough. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  it  became  necessary  to  remove 
two  aged  persons  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act,  1948,  as  amended  by  the  National  Assistance 
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(Amendment)  Act,  1951.  These  people  were  living  in  very  unsanitary 
conditions  and  a  number  of  dogs  were  kept  in  the  house.  The 
two  persons  were  removed  urgently  under  a  Magistrate’s  Order  to 
Part  III  accommodation,  as  the  relatives  were  unable  to  cope  with 
the  situation.  The  old  lady  concerned  died  shortly  after  admission, 
but  the  old  gentlemen  settled  down  and  agreed  to  stay  voluntarily, 
and  it  was  not  necessarly  to  renew  the  order.  Whilst  the  problem 
reached  a  satisfactory  solution,  one  is  very  loth  to  take  action 
to  remove  an  old  person  from  their  home.  It  is  my  opinion,  and 
I  think  of  all  people,  that  if  only  the  old  folk  will  utilise  the  Home 
Help  Service,  etc,  these  problems  need  not  arise,  but  it  can  be  difficult 
to  persuade  them. 

Slum  Clearance  work  has  continued  during  the  year  at  a  some¬ 
what  reduced  tempo.  However,  two  clearance  orders  were  made 
by  the  Council  viz:  No.  13  (Marys  Terrace)  and  No.  14  (Clinton 
Street),  and  although  the  Department  may  not  be  keeping  up  to 
the  annual  average  it  is  well  ahead  on  the  five  year  plan. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  all  other 
Departments  of  the  Corporation  and  to  their  Chief  Officers  for  all 
the  help  that  has  been  given  to  myself  and  the  department.  A 
study  of  the  report  gives  a  bird’s  eye  view  of  some  of  this  help.  I 
would  like  to  include  in  these  remarks  the  valuable  help  that  I  have 
also  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  Staff,  and 
again  some  of  this  help  is  reflected  in  the  body  of  the  report.  Finally 
I  would  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  all  their  help  and  assistance  so  willingly  given  and  to  you,  Mr. 
Chairman  and  the  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  of  the 
Council  for  all  the  advice,  assistance  and  encouragement  during 
1962.

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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

The  year  began  with  the  addition  of  a  further  antigen  to  combat 
disease,  i.e.,  the  use  of  a  triple  antigen  for  use  against  the  diseases 
of  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus.  This  antigen  had 
been  widely  used  in  other  parts  of  the  country  and  given  very 
encouraging  results.  It  was  well  received  in  my  areas  by  the  General 
Practitioners  and  public  alike.  Formerly  tetanus  injections  were 
given  separately,  thus  the  combination  of  all  three  has  again 
reduced  the  number  of  injections  necessary. 

Unfortunately,  the  word  triple  is  a  bit  of  a  misnomer  to  some 
mothers  who,  without  reading  the  literature,  think  only  one  injection 
is  necessary  whereas  primary  treatment  still  consists  of  three  in¬ 
jections  at  not  less  than  4  weekly  intervals. 

Sessions  continued  to  be  held  at  the  Newark  Clinics  and  Schools 
at  regular  intervals,  and  the  following  is  a  brief  summary  of  all 
work  carried  out  on  these  services  during  the  year.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

From  February  1962  sessions  continued  on  similar  lines  to  the 
other  vaccination  and  immunisation  services.  Unfortunately,  the 
occurrence  of  smallpox  in  the  country  during  January  brought 
unprecedented  calls  on  the  Department  for  vaccination.  Despite 
all  efforts  to  keep  down  our  requirements  of  calf  lymph  and  thus 
keep  it  available  for  the  actual  danger  spots  every  ruse  in  the  book 
was  used  to  prove  how  necessary  it  was  for  “me  and  my  family 
to  be  vaccinated”.  There  were  essential  trips  to  the  particular 
areas;  people  they  had  spoken  to  who  had  just  returned  from  “a 
case  next  door” ;  passed  by  the  smallpox  hospital ;  and  the  ‘convinced 
they  would  get  it  unless  vaccinated”. 
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Priority  was,  of  course,  afforded  to  hospital  staffs,  ambulance 
and  health  staffs,  in  addition,  although  no  definite  instruction  was 
received  Irom  the  Ministry  of  Health,  it  became  apparent  that 
countries  abroad  were  refusing  travellers  from  this  country  unless 
successfully  vaccinated.  I  had  no  idea  so  many  people  had  Winter 
Holidays!  A  few  complaints  were  received  because  a  charge  had 
been  made  by  some  G.P.s,  for  vaccination,  but  these  same  people 
did  not  say  that  it  was  at  their  request  and  not  the  recommendation 
of  the  G.P.  that  the  vaccination  was  carried  out. 

Later  in  the  year  a  further  suggestion  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  that  vaccination  might  well  be  given  to  babies  in  their 
second  year  instead  of  in  the  first.  Myself,  I  am  in  favour  of  all 
babies  being  vaccinated  —  providing  there  is  no  contra-indication, 
but  1  feel  there  will  be  an  even  further  drop  on  the  suggested  new 
lines.  For  many  years  now  vaccination  has  been  carried  out  at 
age  —  three  months  plus.  Side  effects  have  been  negligible,  but 
at  one  year  plus  baby  has  grown  to  appreciate  pain,  and  shows  it  in 
a  more  lusty  manner  —  for  peace  and  quiet  more  ‘mums  and  dads’ 
will  say  “we  are  not  going  to  bother”.  It  has  repeatedly  been  stated 
“smallpox  is  only  a  plane  ride  away”.  Only  a  minor  outbreak  is 
required  to  bring  the  same  conditions  as  last  year  —  a  frantic 
outcry  for  vaccination. 

The  figures  in  brackets  are  in  respect  of  children  under  2  years 
of  age,  and  would  represent  the  average  year.  Figures  outside  the 
brackets  were  the  actual  numbers  carried  out  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  General  Practitioners.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

A  further  new  development  in  the  fight  against  poliomyelitis 
was  introduced  in  the  County  at  the  beginning  of  1962  by  the  use 
of  “Sabin  Oral  Vaccine”.  This  vaccine  had  undergone  a  severe  test 
before  being  released  for  general  use. 

Administration  was  by  means  of  3  drops  of  vaccine  on  a  lump 
of  sugar  or,  in  the  case  of  babies,  3  drops  in  syrup.  This  was 
repeated  at  approximately  monthly  intervals  until  3  doses  had 
been  given  which,  it  was  considered,  completed  the  treatment 
without  further  boosters.  It  was  further  recommended  that  child¬ 
ren  who  had  received  2  injections  of  Salk  Vaccine  complete  the 
course  with  a  final  dose  of  oral  vaccine  between  the  1  Oth  and  1 2th  month 
following  the  second,  and  children  who  had  received  3  injections  of 
Salk  Vaccine  be  given  a  final  dose  of  Oral  Vaccine  after  a  one  year 
lapse,  but  this  was  only  being  offered  to  those  between  the  ages  of 
5  and  12  who  were  considered  to  be  at  the  greatest  risk. 
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Whilst  at  the  moment  it  is  intended  that  the  above  measures  will 
be  quite  sufficient,  I  shall  be  quite  surprised  if,  at  a  later  date,  it  is 
not  recommended  that  further  ‘booster’  oral  vaccination  take  place.

B.C.G.  (Tuberculosis)  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

Further  variations  took  place  in  the  scheme  for  the  testing  of 
schoolchildren  for  tuberculosis.  It  was  recommended  that  the 
optimum  age  of  13  plus  be  reduced  to  10  plus.  Owing  to  the 
difficulties  which  may  have  ensued  by  the  addition  of  Junior  Schools 
with  Senior  Schools  it  was  finally  decided  to  commence  the  scheme 
at  11  plus,  i.e.,  Secondary  Moderns,  Grammar  Schools  and  Private 
Schools  are  also  invited  where  they  have  pupils  in  the  age  groups. 


The  figures  are  greatly  improved  as  compared  with  other  years 
at  first  glance.  In  reality,  they  are  extremely  poor  in  comparison 
with  the  number  of  children  who  fall  in  the  groups  now  eligible 
for  the  scheme.  37%  of  the  children  who  completed  the  course 
proved  positive,  fortunately,  x-ray  revealed  no  tuberculosis,  but  two 
or  three  children  were  referred  back  to  their  own  doctors  for  matters 
that  may  have  developed  to  more  serious  complications  in  later  life 
had  they  been  left.

It  will  be  appreciated,  of  course,  that  the  totals  do  not  refer 
specifically  to  borough  residents,  but  100%  almost  to  persons 
employed  in  the  Borough.  Although  there  was  an  increase  on  the 
number  of  people  taking  advantage  of  x-ray  compared  with  the 
1960  figure,  the  latest  figure  does  not  surpass  that  of  1957  when 
5,293  passed  through  the  Centre. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note,  however,  that  as  regards  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  requiring  hospital  treatment,  as  regards  the  Radiography 
Unit  they  show  a  tendency  to  drop,  i.e.,  in  1957  -  9  cases,  1960  -  6 
cases  and  2  in  1962.  Unfortunately,  1962  saw  quite  a  surge  in  the 
numbers  requiring  occasional  supervision  and  ‘inactive’,  but  it  can 
be  stated  quite  emphatically  that  these  persons  are  at  least  assured 
that  they  have  been  caught  early  enough  for  a  complete  cure. 

I  wish  it  were  possible  to  bring  home  to  the  public  that  mass 
radiography  is  not  something  brought  up  by  the  Government  to 
prove  there  is  something  wrong  with  you;  it  is  there  —  free  for  you 
to  use  —  part  of  the  Welfare  State  —  5,200  people  went  away  this 
time  knowing  they  were  perfectly  free  from  any  chest  disease.  The 
others  are,  I  am  convinced,  receiving  the  added  benefit  of  modern 
medicine.  Had  they  not  been  found  it  is  likely  that  they  would 
have  gone  on  until  medicine  was  of  no  avail. 

One  can  only  trust  that  when  the  Unit  visits  Newark  again  in 
1964  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  persons 
attending.

It  was  again  my  unpleasant  duty  to  take  action  in  respect  of  two 
persons  during  December,  1962.  The  case  was  brought  to  notice 
by  the  General  Practitioner  who  was  called  in  following  the  death  of 
an  inmate  of  the  household.  The  deceased  —  whose  death  was 
sudden  —  had  been  solely  responsible  for  the  upkeep  of  the  living 
conditions.  He  left  behind  a  father  in  his  80s.,  practically  blind, 
and  a  housekeeper  in  her  70s.  The  house  was  indescribably 
filthy;  a  number  of  dogs  were  kept  in  the  house,  and  from  the  stench 
and  excreta  it  seemed  a  long  time  since  they  saw  the  light  of  day. 
The  pair  were  incapable  of  fending  for  themselves  and,  with  the 
wintry  conditions  prevailing  at  the  time,  it  was  necessary  for  urgent 
action  if  they  were  to  enjoy  any  Xmas  at  all!  It  was  hoped  that 
with  their  removal,  assistance  could  be  given  in  the  cleansing  of  the 
house,  redecorating  etc.,  (and  relatives  had  promised  assistance!,) 
and  the  return  of  the  couple.  However,  although  the  blind  person 
owned  the  house  he  quickly  settled  down  in  his  new  home  and 
valuntarily  agreed  to  stay.  The  housekeeper,  whom  1  thought  the 
sturdier  of  the  two  unfortunately  developed  illness  and  died  early 
in  the  New  Year.

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are  avail¬ 
able  where  domestic  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying  in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective, 
aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  4s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Housing  and  Public  Administration 

The  clearance  of  sub-standard  properties  has  been  somewhat 
slowed  down  this  year  due,  mainly,  to  the  protracted  negotiations 
in  acquiring  properties  in  Areas  11  and  12  (Chatham  Street  and 
Eldon  Street)  and  staff  changes  in  other  departments. 

These  two  areas  have  now  been  cleared  and  plans  for  redevelop¬ 
ment  are  well  in  hand.  The  cleared  area  is  the  largest  so  far  and 
the  redevelopment  on  the  lines  approved  is  looked  forward  to  with 
keen  interest. 

All  cleared  areas  have  now  been  or  are  in  the  process  of  re¬ 
development  and  the  completion  of  Area  5  at  the  foot  of  the  railway 
bridge  on  Northgate  has  made  a  pleasing  improvement  in  that  part 
of  the  town. 

The  Clinton  Street  area  is  still  not  cleared,  one  or  two  of  the 
families  still  remain  to  be  rehoused. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Department  dealt  with  47 
houses,  18  in  a  Clearance  Area,  and  29  as  individual  unfit  houses. 

The  annual  target  of  75  houses  per  annum  was  not  therefore, 
achieved  in  1962,  but  over  the  period  since  September  1955,  when 
clearance  of  such  properties  began  this  target,  including  the  1962 
figure,  has  been  well  passed. 

The  number  of  complaints  under  general  housing  administration 
is  down  by  8  compared  with  1961.  As  in  the  previous  year  the 
co-operation  of  landlords  and  tenants  has  been  mainly  very  good. 


Rent  Act,  1957 

Again  only  one  application  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was 
received,  and  one  application  from  a  landlord  that  work  had  been 
done  was  dealt  with.  This  Act  has  been  exceedingly  useful  in 
bringing  numerous  properties  up  to  standard  but  now  appears  to 
have  been  forgotten  by  most  tenants. 


Clean  Air  Act 

Inspections  under  the  above  have  shown  the  desire  of  factory 
owners  to  comply  with  the  above  Act,  and  the  complaints  of  excessive 
smoke  have  been  almost  non-existent.  The  burning  of  the  old  tyres 
with  consequent  volumes  of  black  smoke,  and  also  the  burning  of 
electric  cable  to  recover  the  copper  wire  inside,  which  gave  rise  to 
the  same  conditions,  became  the  cause  of  several  warnings  to  those 
concerned. 
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The  problem  of  domestic  smoke  is,  however,  still  with  us, 
and  in  view  of  the  reports  and  articles  on  the  possible  shortage  of 
smoke-less  fuel  one  is  hesitant  to  suggest  that  the  defining  of  a 
smokeless  zone  be  embarked  upon. 

Food  Administration 

The  throughput  at  the  Abattoir  is  down  slightly  this  year 
approximately  2.25%.  This  is  due  to  the  butchers  in  a  neighbouring 
town  having  erected  an  Abattoir  on  the  lines  of  the  one  at  Newark, 
and  several  village  butchers  have  now  modernised  their  slaughter¬ 
houses  to  comply  with  present  legislation. 

The  high  quality  of  stock  slaughtered  was  maintained  and  the 
attested  scheme  for  cattle  has  again  proved  its  value,  as  only  two 
animals  have  been  found  to  be  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  only 
one  organ  from  each  had  to  be  condemned. 

Apart  from  short  periods  early  in  a  morning  on  certain  days, 
one  of  your  Inspectors  is  on  duty  at  the  Abattoir  whenever  slaught¬ 
ering  is  taking  place,  and  overtime  is  now  down  to  a  very  low  figure. 

The  inspection  of  licensed  premises  has  been  considerably 
increased,  and  I  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  co-operation 
of  the  Breweries  and  the  Landlords  of  these  premises  in  complying 
with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Routine  inspections  of  other  food  premises  has  not  been 
neglected  and  very  few  defaults  have  been  noted. 

Rodent  Control 

This  service  still  functions  satisfactorily  and  contracts  for 
the  treatment  of  business  premises  have  again  increased. 

The  contract  system  is  very  valuable  in  that  a  treatment  at  the 
premises  is  carried  out  together  with  a  treatment  of  surrounding 
area.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  very  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
for  1962,  on  the  Health  and  Health  Services  of  the  Southwell  Rural 
District.  The  Report  for  the  year  is  very  satisfactory. 

There  has  been  a  rise  in  population  of  over  1,000  and  the 
District  continues  to  grow  in  numbers.  The  number  of  births  has 
increased,  and  deaths  decreased  slightly.  Altogether  a  very  satisfac¬ 
tory  state  of  affairs.  Whilst  the  crude  death  rate  looks  good  com¬ 
pared  with  the  figure  for  the  whole  country,  it  comes  more  into  line 
when  the  corrected  figure  is  taken  into  account.  The  corrected 
figure  is  the  one  which  enables  one  to  compare  it  with  other  districts 
and  the  country  generally. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  has  increased  somewhat  from  14.4 
to  18.8,  but  this  is  still  well  below  the  figure  of  21.4  which  is  the 
national  figure.  The  number  of  infants  dying  under  the  age  of 
one  year  has  increased  from  12  in  1961  to  21  in  1962,  hence  this 
increased  infant  mortality  rate,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  practically 
all  the  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life  and  12  of  them 
within  the  first  24  hours,  and  again  the  majority  of  cases  were 
premature,  and  congenital  abnormalities  played  a  large  part. 
Unfortunately,  a  case  of  premature  triplets  helped  to  swell  the  total 
figure.  Apart  from  these  unfortunate  happenings,  the  natural 
increase  in  population  was  over  100  more  than  the  previous  year. 

As  stated  above,  the  total  figure  for  deaths  is  down  somewhat 
on  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  pleasurable  to  report  that  there  were 
no  deaths  from  tuberculosis.  As  in  previous  years  disease  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system  are  the  most  common  followed  by 
respiratory  diseases.  There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  cancer  of  the  lung,  but  this  is  not  of  very  great  significance  at 
the  present  time.  Is  this  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  a  Rural  District 
and  there  is  less  air  pollution? 

The  deaths  due  to  “violent  causes”  have  risen  appreciably. 
These  have  not  been  closely  analysed  but  road  accidents  are  on 
the  increase,  and  accidents  in  the  mining  industry  are  a  difficult 
problem. 
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1  he  notification  of  infectious  diseases  reached  the  lowest  level 
ot  the  last  10  years.  This  was  due  to  the  very  few  cases  of  measles 
notified.  Generally  speaking  this  occurs  with  alternate  years,  and 
the  present  year,  1963,  is  living  up  to  form  with  an  upsurge  of 
measles  notifications.  It  is  of  great  interest  to  note  that  no  cases 
of  whooping  cough,  have  been  notified.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
will  continue,  and  that  the  policy  of  vaccination  against  whooping 
cough  in  the  first  few  months  of  life  is  beginning  to  pay  dividends. 
Certain  figures  are  probably  questionable.  One  case  of  pneumonia 
notified  and  yet  27  deaths  were  recorded  for  this  condition.  One 
could  say,  ol  course,  that  these  deaths  were  not  “acute  primary” 
cases.  It  will  be  noted  that  one  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  notified. 
The  patient  was  found  to  be  a  carrier,  having  had  typhoid  fever  in 
1928.  The  carrier  state  had  been  found  following  routine  bacteri¬ 
ological  investigation  of  his  gall  bladder  after  removal  of  this  organ 
at  operation.  Further  bacteriological  examination  of  the  patient 
was  negative. 

Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified,  and  in  one  case 
the  organism  causing  the  symptoms  was  found  to  be  the  same  as  the 
one  giving  rise  to  the  outbreak  at  Chesterfield.  This  organism  is, 
fortunately,  rare,  and  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  connection  with 
the  Chesterfield  outbreak  and  no  other  cases  were  reported. 

The  work  on  the  prevention  of  infectious  diseases  has  proceeded 
during  the  year.  Additional  schemes  have  come  into  operation. 
Whereas,  in  the  past,  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  were  prevented 
by  means  of  a  combined  vaccine,  this  had  an  additional  measure 
added  in  the  form  of  tetanus  preventive  body.  This  had  been 
available  in  the  past  under  the  General  Practitioner  service  but 
now  can  be  obtained  under  the  Local  Authority  services.  Whilst 
tetanus  is  comparatively  rare,  there  is  always  the  risk  with  a  dirty 
punctured  wound,  particularly  if  contaminated  with  soil  or  road  dirt. 

During  the  year  there  were  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  country, 
and  this  resulted  in  much  extra  work  for  medical  and  administrative 
staffs.  Apart  from  the  rule  of  local  contact,  the  International 
Certificate  became  a  necessity  if  travel  abroad  was  contemplated. 
The  whole  problem  “snowballs”  rapidly  from  all  angles. 

Also  in  1962,  it  was  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Flealth 
that  smallpox  vaccination  should  be  postponed  in  young  babies 
until  after  the  completion  of  the  above  “triple”  injection,  and  pro¬ 
tection  against  poliomyelitis  had  been  completed.  This  means  that 
smallpox  vaccination  should  be  postponed  from  about  3  months 
to  about  1  year.  What  the  effect  on  our  protection  rate  against 
smallpox  will  be  remains  to  be  seen.  However,  the  next  Annual 
Report  will  show  how  successful  we  have  been  in  persuading  parents 
to  have  this  essential  protection. 
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In  the  case  of  protection  against  poliomyelitis,  the  scheme  has 
been  very  radically  altered.  The  injection  of  a  killed  “vaccine” 
has  been  replaced  by  a  live  oral  vaccine.  This  vaccine  has  been 
dealt  with  to  the  extent  that  whilst  it  is  still  a  living  culture,  it  fails 
to  produce  any  symptoms  whatsoever.  Thus  the  human  body  is 
infected  with  an  innocuous  living  culture  and  the  person  so  treated 
develops  a  resistance  to  the  virus.  The  vaccine  is  easily  administered 
in  the  form  of  liquid  drops,  three  calibrated  drops  being  given  on  a 
lump  of  sugar,  or  in  syrup,  on  three  occasions  at  not  less  than  4 
weekly  intervals.  The  vaccine  is  composed  of  the  three  types  of 
virus  which  give  rise  to  this  disease.  Practically  no  notifications 
of  this  disease  are  being  received  nowadays,  and  it  is  hoped  that  as 
dramatic  a  result  will  be  obtained  as  in  the  case  of  diphtheria 
protection. 

The  schemes  for  the  prevention  of  tuberculosis  took  a  further 
step  forward  in  that  the  age  at  which  B.C.G.  vaccine  against  tuber¬ 
culosis  is  offered  was  brought  down  to  1 1  years.  The  Ministry 
recommended  the  age  of  10  years,  but  it  was  felt  advisable  to  offer 
these  advantages  to  children  after  they  had  started  in  a  senior  school, 
partly  from  the  point  of  view  of  disturbance  to  the  child  in  their 
last  year  in  a  primary  school,  and  also  because  it  makes  for  simpler 
administration. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  during  the  year  it  was  not  necessary 
to  take  any  action  under  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948  in  repsect 
of  the  care  of  the  elderly,  but  it  did  become  necessary  early  in  1963 
to  take  such  action  —  particularly  in  view  of  the  very  cold  weather 
occurring. 

The  work  on  slum  clearance  has  proceeded  steadily,  and 
properties  were  dealt  with  under  the  various  sections  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1957.  Observations  of  atmospheric  pollution  have  continued 
at  Edwinstowe  and  Blidworth,  and  a  summary  of  the  year’s  results 
appears  in  the  report  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector.  The 
results  at  Blidworth  are  in  respect  of  a  deposit  gauge  for  grit  and 
dust,  and  apparatus  here  and  at  Edwinstowe  measures  the  amount 
of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere.  Owing  to  the  possibility  of 
a  further  plant  being  erected  at  Ollerton  for  the  production  of 
smokeless  fuel,  apparatus  was  set  up  at  Ollerton  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  a  “picture”  of  the  amount  of  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  air 
before  the  plant  was  constructed.  A  comparison  between  the 
pollution  at  Edwinstowe  and  Ollerton  provides  an  interesting  result. 

There  are  no  smoke  control  areas  in  the  District,  and  the  area 
is  not  in  a  “black  zone”  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  not  too  far  a 
distant  future  the  problem  of  air  pollution  will  be  brought  forward. 
At  the  present  moment  the  shortage  of  smokeless  fuels  generally, 
would  further  complicate  the  situation.  It  has  been  suggested  above 
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that  there  is  a  possibility  that  there  is  less  air  pollution  in  a  Rural 
District  but  there  is  still  a  large  number  of  deaths  due  to  respiratory 
deseases. 

A  study  of  the  work  of  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  colleagues  shows  that  the  work  continues  to  grow'.  Meat 
inspection  is  always  time  consuming,  especially  in  a  large  and 
extensive  Rural  District.  The  refuse  disposal  service  steadily 
increases  and,  as  stated  last  year,  the  question  of  tipping  space  is  a 
serious  problem.  Serious  consideration  may  have  to  be  given  in 
the  near  future  to  the  composting  of  refuse  and  sewage  sludge,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  the  land  would  benefit  by  the  return  to  it  of 
compost. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
you  Mr.  Chairman,  and  all  Members  of  the  Council,  for  all  their 
help  and  guidance  during  the  year.  Also  I  would  like  to  say  how 
much  I  appreciate  the  assistance  I  have  received  at  all  times  from 
the  Chief  Officers  and  Staff  of  other  departments,  and  especially 
the  willing  help  that  has  always  been  given  by  the  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  Health  Department.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

We  commenced  the  year  with  yet  another  antigen  to  combat 
disease  —  namely,  Tetanus.  Medical  Science  had  again  proved 
that  it  was  possible  to  give  protection  against  3  diseases  at  the  same 
time.  This  has  come  to  be  known  as  “triple  injection”.  Unfort¬ 
unately  a  few  mothers  mistake  its  meaning  for  1  injection  instead  of 
three. 

This  is  not  the  case,  three  injections  are  required  at  not  less 
than  4  week  intervals  and,  following  the  third  injection  complete 
immunity  is  slowly  built  up  against  the  three  diseases. 

This  triple  vaccine  has  been  well  received  by  parents  generally 
and,  as  far  as  I  know,  all  General  Practitioners  have  welcomed  its 
issue. 
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Sessions  continue  to  be  held  regularly  at  Clinics  and  schools 
throughout  the  district.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

From  February  1962  sessions  continued  on  similar  lines  to  the 
other  vaccination  and  immunisation  services.  Unfortunately,  the 
occurrence  of  smallpox  in  the  country  during  January  brought 
unprecedented  calls  on  the  Department  for  vaccination.  Despite 
higher  appeal  to  keep  down  our  requests  for  supplies  of  calf  lymph 
and  thus  keep  it  available  for  the  actual  danger  spots  every  excuse 
was  used  to  prove  that  it  was  necessary  for  “the  family  and  1  need  to 
be  vaccinated”.  The  proverbial  Gramma’s  funeral  coinciding  with 
an  important  football  match  was  made  to  look  quite  pale  compared 
with  some  of  the  reasons  received. 

Priority  was,  of  course,  afforded  to  hospital  staffs,  ambulance 
and  health  staffs.  In  addition,  although  no  definite  instruction  was 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  it  became  apparent  that 
countries  abroad  were  refusing  travellers  from  this  country  unless 
successfully  vaccinated.  It  was  rather  surprising  to  find,  quite 
legitimately,  how  many  people  did  take  winter  holidays  abroad. 
In  the  wake  of  all  this  we  had  the  odd  complaints  from  persons  who 
had  been  charged  by  some  practices  for  vaccination.  We  could 
only  reply  that  this  was  a  matter  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Department,  but  pointed  out  that  presumably  the  patient  had  re¬ 
quested  the  vaccination  —  not  the  recommendation  of  the  doctor 
performing  the  service. 

Later  in  the  year  a  further  suggestion  was  received  from  the 
Ministry  that  vaccination  might  well  be  given  to  babies  in  their 
second  year  instead  of  the  first.  Myself,  I  am  in  favour  of  all  babies 
being  vaccinated  —  providing  there  is  no  contra-indication  —  but 
I  feel  there  will  be  an  even  further  drop  in  figures  on  the  new  suggested 
lines.  For  many  years  vaccination  has  been  carried  out  at  the  early 
age  of  3  months  plus.  Side  effects  have  been  negligible,  but  at  1 
year  plus,  baby  has  grown  to  appreciate  pain  and  proves  it  in  a  very 
lusty  manner.  Those  mums  who  are  already  advising  my  office 
that  “my  husband  does  not  think  it  now  necessary”  are,  I  am  sure, 
only  thinking  of  peace  and  quiet  in  the  home  at  present,  and  not 
of  the  future?  It  is  a  recognised  fact  that  smallpox  is  only  a  plane 
ride  away,  and  it  only  needs  a  minor  outbreak  as  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  to  bring  about  again  a  frantic  outcry  for  vaccination. 
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The  table  below  represents  the  work  carried  out  during  the 
year,  and  the  figures  in  brackets  the  number  of  children  under  2  years 
of  age  which  would  be  the  normal  yearly  vaccinations.  Figures 
outside  the  brackets  gives  the  actual  vaccinations  by  the  Health 
Department  and  General  Practitioners.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

A  further  new  development  in  the  fight  against  poliomyelitis 
was  introduced  in  the  County  at  the  beginning  of  1962  by  the  use 
of  “Sabin  Oral  Vaccine”.  This  vaccine  had  undergone  a  servere  test 
before  being  released  for  general  use. 

Administration  was  by  means  of  3  drops  of  vaccine  on  a  lump 
of  sugar,  or  in  the  case  of  babies,  3  drops  in  syrup.  This  is  repeated 
at  approximately  monthly  intervals  until  3  doses  have  been  given 
which,  it  was  considered,  completed  the  treatment  without  further 
boosters.  It  was  further  recommended  that  children  who  had 
received  2  injections  of  Salk  Vaccine  complete  the  course  with  a 
final  dose  of  oral  vaccine  between  the  10th  and  12th  month  following 
the  second,  and  children  who  had  received  3  injections  of  Salk 
Vaccine  be  given  a  final  dose  of  Oral  Vaccine  after  a  one  year  lapse, 
but  this  was  only  being  offered  to  those  between  the  ages  of  5  and  1 2, 
who  were  considered  to  be  at  the  greatest  risk. 

Whilst  at  that  time  it  was  intended  that  the  above  measures 
would  be  sufficient,  1  shall  be  extremely  surprised  if,  at  a  later  date, 
it  is  not  recommended  that  further  “booster”  oral  vaccination  take 
place.

B.C.G.  (Tuberculosis)  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

This  was  another  scheme  that  underwent  variations  during  the 
year.  Previously  the  scheme  had  only  been  open  to  children  aged 
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13  plus.  The  recommendation  was  that  the  age  limit  be  reduced  to 
10  years  of  age;  it  was  finally  agreed  that  the  scheme  apply  to  Sec¬ 
ondary  Schools,  Grammar  Schools,  Technical  Schools  and  Schools 
lor  Further  Education.  Private  Schools  who  accommodate  pupils 
of  1 1  years  of  age  are  also  invited  to  participate  in  the  scheme. 

At  first  sight  there  would  appear  to  be  a  big  improvement  in 
the  figures  compared  with  the  previous  year.  In  reality,  however, 
the  acceptance  rate  was  in  the  region  of  50%.  The  lowering  of  the 
age  group  brought  forward  a  higher  number,  but  I  was  very  dis¬ 
appointed  with  the  response  by  parents.  43%  of  the  children  who 
completed  the  course  proved  positive,  fortunately,  x-ray  revealed 
no  serious  disease,  but  several  children  were  referred  back  to  their 
own  doctors  for  treatment  of  minor  disabilities  which,  if  left,  could 
have  proved  more  serious  later  in  life.

Ambulance  Facilities

Home  Help  Service 

Home  Helps  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  are 
available  throughout  the  area  where  service  is  required  owing  to  the 
presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  and 
expectant  mothers,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over 
compulsory  school  age. 

In  maternity  cases  a  Home  Help  attends  daily  for  two  weeks 
from  the  birth  of  the  baby,  excluding  Saturday  afternoon  and  Sunday, 
and  her  duties  include  the  ordinary  domestic  work  such  as  cleaning, 
cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending  and  shopping. 

In  general  cases  of  sickness  or  when  assisting  in  the  households 
of  old  or  infirm  people,  Home  Helps  undertake  such  of  the  above 
duties  as  may  be  necessary.  Part-time  help  can  be  arranged. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  4s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Newark  Rural  District  Council 
Sir,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1962  on  the  Health  and  Health  Services  for  the  Newark  Rural 
District.  These  have  remained  very  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  vital  statistics  reveal  a  considerable  increase  in  population. 
The  Registrar  General  estimates  that  the  mid-year  population  was 
1 4,300  compared  with  the  figure  of  1 3,450  in  1 96 1 .  It  will  be  noticed 
that  there  is  also  a  large  increase  in  the  natural  increase  rate  over 
the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  has  increased  from  18.8  to  21.9  and  this  is 
considerably  higher  than  the  national  figure  of  18.0  and  due  to  the 
increased  number  of  births  from  255  to  317.  There  has  also  been  a 
marked  fall  in  the  illegitimate  births  from  11  to  4.  Whilst  this  is 
considerable  one  must  realise  that  we  are  only  dealing  in  small 
numbers  which  can  vary  markedly  with  a  small  population. 

Whilst  the  birth  rate  has  risen,  the  death  rate  has  fallen. 
Though  the  actual  number  of  deaths  has  increased  slightly  the  rate 
has  fallen  because  of  the  increased  population.  The  infant  mortal¬ 
ity  late  has  increased  from  19.6  to  22.1,  and  this  is  somewhat 
higher  than  the  national  rate  of  21.4.  As  will  be  noted  in  the 
Report  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  infantile  deaths, 
7  in  1962,  and  5  in  1961,  and  again  this  is  another  example  of 
considerable  variation  in  rate  due  to  the  small  numbers  involved. 
A  study  of  the  table  of  deaths  of  these  infants  shows  that  they  all 
practically  occurred  in  the  first  few  hours  of  life,  and  were  due  to 
prematurity  and  congenital  causes  generally, 

The  total  number  of  deaths  in  the  population  generally  showed 
a  slight  increase,  and  heart  and  circulatory  disease  is  the  most 
common  cause.  The  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  has  risen  from 
4  to  7.  Although  this  appears  to  be  a  great  increase,  the  numbers 
are  small,  and  one  feels  that  this  rise  is  not  very  significant.  It  was  a 
good  year  from  the  point  of  view  of  deaths  from  “violent  causes” 
having  fallen  from  9  to  1.  This  figure  is  even  more  commendable 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  main  trunk  roads  run  through  the  district. 

i  urning  to  infectious  diseases,  the  table  in  the  Report  shows 
that  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory.  Measles  reached  a  very 
low  level  in  notifications,  and  for  the  first  time  no  cases  of  whooping 
cough  w'ere  reported.  The  all-in-total  w'as  the  lowest  ever,  but  it 
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is  anticipated  that  1963  will  show  an  increase  due  to  the  biennial 
nature  of  measles  outbreaks.  One  case  of  meningitis  was  notified 
during  the  year,  and  was  successfully  treated  in  hospital. 

During  the  year  several  improvements  have  taken  place  in  the 
preventive  measures  against  infectious  diseases.  One  of  these  is 
the  addition  of  protection  measures  against  tetanus.  Fortunately, 
the  disease  is  comparatively  rare,  but  there  is  always  danger  in  a 
dirty  wound,  particularly  a  “puncture”  wound,  and  especially  it 
contaminated  with  soil.  The  Local  Health  Authority  has  now  made 
available  a  combined  prophylactic  preparation  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough  and  tetanus,  commonly  called  “triple  injection”. 
This  protection  is  now  advised  to  be  given  at  about  3-4  months  ot 
age,  with  three  injections  at  not  less  than  four  weekly  intervals. 

A  further  advance  was  made  during  the  year  in  the  adoption, 
following  Ministry  of  Health  advice,  of  the  so-called  “Oral”  polio¬ 
myelitis  vaccine.  This  is  a  live  “vaccine”,  but  so  modified  that 
when  taken  in  by  the  human  body  no  symptoms  whatever  are 
developed.  Thus  the  human  being  is  “infected”  and  produces  a 
natural  resistance  to  the  disease.  The  vaccine  is  given  in  standard 
doses  of  three  drops  on  a  lump  of  sugar,  or  in  a  simple  syrup  for 
babies,  and  the  treatment  is  repeated  at  a  further  two  periods  of  at 
least  one  month  intervals.  This  method  of  protection  is  probably 
much  more  successful  than  by  injection,  in  that  the  body  is  protected 
as  if  it  had  had  a  “full  blown”  attack  of  poliomyelitis  and  had 
produced  resistance  to  the  disease.  Already  from  the  latest  returns, 
it  would  appear  that  the  incidence  of  the  disease  is  very  rapidly  on 
the  wane. 

Further  alteration  in  protection  measures  have  been  initiated 
during  the  year  against  tuberculosis.  In  the  past  B.C.G.  vaccina¬ 
tion  against  tuberculosis  has  been  offered  to  children  of  13  years  and 
upwards,  but  now  parents  are  being  informed  that  they  can  take 
advantage  of  the  service  if  their  children  are  over  1 1  years  of  age. 
The  Ministry  of  Health  recommended  10  years  and  over,  but  it  was 
felt  that  at  present  it  was  advisable  to  take  advantage  of  this  recom¬ 
mendation  for  children  over  1 1  years  of  age,  i.e.,  after  they  had  left 
Junior  Schools.  It  was  felt  this  was  less  upsetting  to  children  —  prob¬ 
ably  involved  in  examinations  etc.,  and  more  advantageous  to  us 
from  an  administrative  point  of  view. 

During  the  year,  the  Ministry  of  Health  recommended  that 
vaccination  against  smallpox  should  be  offered  to  babies  preferably 
after  all  their  other  methods  of  protection  were  completed,  i.e.,  after 
their  diphtheria  etc.,  injections  and  poliomyelitis  vaccination.  In 
other  words,  when  the  baby  was  aged  1  to  2  years.  It  has,  alter 
investigation  of  statistics,  been  found  that  there  is  less  likelihood  of 
complications  from  vaccination  if  a  baby  is  at  least  1  year  old. 
Probably  next  year’s  report  may  show  that  the  Ministry’s  fears  are 
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ill-founded,  and  I  would  like  to  emphasize  that  in  my  3  districts 
vaccination  of  a  baby,  in  good  health,  has  never  given  cause  for 
alarm.  One  hopes  that  there  will  be  no  slackening  off  in  the 
numbers  of  babies  vaccinated  as,  I  feel,  it  is  more  essential  these  days 
for  babies  to  be  protected  against  smallpox,  as  it  can  be  more 
rapidly  imported  nowadays  by  modern  air  transport.  This  was 
shown  early  in  the  year,  as  stated  in  the  body  of  the  report,  and 
although  no  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  or  were  imported  into  the 
District  or  adjoining  areas,  the  main  trunk  roads  passing  through 
the  area  were  responsible  for  many  callers  requesting  vaccination, 
and  it  is  difficult  to  refuse  drivers  of  heavy  goods  vehicles  etc.,  who 
had  to  visit  infected  areas  and  then  had  to  return  to  their  families 
in  uninfected  areas;  particularly  when  strict  rationing  of  supplies 
of  calf  lymph  had  to  be  enforced.  It  is  surprising  how  the  skill  of 
the  medical  profession  was  extended  to  make  a  single  dose  tube  of 
lymph  “spin  out”  for  up  to  12  persons! 

Work  on  sub-standard  housing  continued  during  the  year  and 
Clearance  Orders  numbered  20  to  39  inclusive,  and  in  respect  of 
78  houses  were  made  by  the  Council,  and  demolition  orders  on  a 
further  15  sub-standard  houses  were  made. 

In  previous  years  the  Health  Depariment  had  many  complaints 
about  the  maggot  industry  at  Elston,  due  to  the  very  objectionable 
odour  produced  by  the  maggots.  The  proprietors  during  the  year 
succeeded  in  reducing  this  smell  to  a  very  low  amount,  and  the 
good  co-operation  of  all  concerned  has  reduced  the  complaints  to  a 
very  small  amount.  The  Health  Department  staff  has  helped 
tremendously  in  this  good  result,  and  I  think  we  are  now  all  experts 
in  smell  control  in  this  respect.  This  is  rather  a  different  aspect  of 
“clean  air”  to  the  more  popular  one  but  it  could  be  just  as  annoying 
although  with  less  permanent  effects. 

Work  has  proceeded  on  the  composting  of  sewage  sludge  during 
the  year,  but  this  was  in  the  early  stages  and,  no  doubt,  next  years 
Annual  Report  will  enable  the  Public  Health  Inspector  to  give  some 
interesting  details  of  this  work.  With  the  shortage  of  tipping  space 
generally  for  all  Authorities,  composting  must  be  carried  out  more 
widely,  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  well  to  the  fore 
in  this  field  as  in  the  question  of  the  smell  at  Elston! 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  all 
members  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  all  the  help  and  guidance  during  the  year, 
and  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  his  assistance  and  advice. 
Especially  I  would  like  to  thank  all  Chief  Officers  and  members  of 
the  Staff,  and  especially  the  Health  Inspectors  and  Staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  all  their  help  and  assistance  during  the  year.

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VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

The  year  began  by  the  addition  of  a  further  antigen  to  combat 
disease  i.e.,  three  vaccines  in  one  as  described  above.  This  triple 
vaccine  had  been  tried  out  in  other  parts  of  the  country  for  some 
time  and  given  encouraging  results.  It  was  well  received  in  my 
areas  by  the  General  Practitioners  and  public  alike.  Formerly, 
tetanus  injection  had  been  given  by  itself  thus  the  combination  of 
all  three  reduced  the  number  of  injections  necessary. 

Commonly  known  as  a  “triple  injection”  it  is,  with  some 
parents,  causing  a  little  confusion  who  are  apt  to  think  that  only 
one  injection  is  necessary  whereas  treatment  still  consists  of  three 
injections  at  not  less  than  4  weekly  intervals.

Smallpox  Vaccination 

From  February  1962  sessions  continued  on  similar  lines  to  the 
other  vaccination  and  immunisation  services,  i.e.,  approximately 
four  weekly  intervals,  at  Clinics  and  Schools  in  the  district.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  the  occui'ance  of  smallpox  in  the  country  during 
January  brought  unprecedented  calls  on  the  Department  for  vac¬ 
cination.  Despite  appeal  from  the  Ministry  to  keep  down  requests 
for  supplies  of  lymph,  and  thus  keep  it  available  for  the  actual  danger 
spots,  we  were  plagued  by  requests  for  vaccination  and  given  every 
excuse  for  it  to  be  done  urgently. 

Priority  was,  of  course,  afforded  to  hospital  staffs,  ambulance, 
health  and  nursing  staffs  with  outside  duties.  In  addition,  although 
no  definite  instructions  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
it  became  apparent  that  countries  abroad  were  refusing  travellers 
from  this  country  unless  successfully  vaccinated.  I  was  justifiably 
surprised  at  the  number  of  people  who  seem  to  prefer  Winter  Holi¬ 
days  abroad  as  against  summer  holidays  in  this  country.  Complaints 
were  also  received  from  the  odd  person  complaining  that  a  fee  had 
been  charged  by  certain  practices  for  vaccination.  It  was  necessary 
to  point  out  that  this  was  not  a  matter  concerning  this  department 
but  also  pointed  out  that  the  doctor  would  be  within  his  rights. 
The  majority  had  not  sought  his  advice  requiring  the  vaccination 
but  had  requested  that  it  be  done,  at  a  time  when  he  is  pretty  well 
run  off  his  feet  with  illness  being  at  a  peak. 
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Later  in  the  year,  the  Ministry  made  further  suggestions  regard¬ 
ing  vaccination  of  infants.  Previously  vaccination  had  been  carried 
out  at  3  months  of  age,  or  thereabouts,  the  new  proposal  was  during 
the  second  year.  Personally,  1  feel  this  is  a  retrograde  step  and 
that  time  will  see  a  considerable  fall-off  in  the  number  of  babies 
vaccinated.  At  3  months  of  age  it  has  been  rare  for  a  mother  to 
complain  regarding  any  severe  reaction  the  baby  has  suffered.  At 
one  year  of  age  baby  has  developed  to  the  stage  when,  if  there  is  any 
pain,  it  can  be  very  disagreeable  and  this  is  shown  in  a  very  forth¬ 
right  manner,  and  parents  would  rather  forego  vaccination  than  put 
up  a  slight  upset  in  the  home.  Strangely  enough,  it  nearly  always 
appears  to  be  the  husbands  who  withdraw  consent. 

The  table  below  represents  the  work  carried  out  during  the  year 
and  the  figures  in  brackets,  the  numbers  of  children  under  2  years  of 
age,  which  would  be  the  normal  yearly  vaccinations.  Figures 
outside  brackets  gives  the  actual  vaccinations  by  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  and  General  Practitioners.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

A  further  new  development  in  the  fight  against  Poliomyelitis  was 
introduced  in  the  County  at  the  beginning  of  1962  by  the  use  of 
“Sabin  Oral”  Vaccine.  This  vaccine  had  undergone  a  severe  test 
before  being  released  for  general  use. 

Administration  was  by  means  of  3  drops  of  vaccine  on  a  lump 
of  sugar,  or  in  the  case  of  small  babies,  3  drops  in  syrup.  The 
treatment  is  repeated  at  approximately  monthly  intervals  until  three 
doses  have  been  given.  Treatment  was  then  considered  to  be 
complete  —  without  further  boosters !  It  was  further  recommended 
that  children  who  had  already  received  two  injections  of  Salk  Vaccine 
could  complete  their  course  by  1  dose  of  oral  vaccine  given  at  10 
to  12  months  following  the  second  injection,  and  children  who  had 
already  completed  3  salk  injections  could  be  given  1  dose  of  oral 
vaccine  some  time  after  12  months  following  the  last  injection. 
This  last  dose,  however,  was  only  on  offer  to  those  between  the  ages 
of  5  and  12,  who  were  considered  to  be  at  the  greatest  risk. 

Whilst  at  the  time  it  was  considered  that  no  booster  dose 
would  be  necessary,  I  shall  be  extremely  surprised  if  booster  doses 
are  not  advocated  at  a  later  date.

B.C.G.  (Tuberculosis)  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren 

This  scheme  was  also  amended  during  the  year  under  review. 
Previously  only  children  aged  13  plus  were  included.  The  new 
recommendation  was  that  the  age  limit  be  reduced  to  10  years  of 
age,  but  following  further  meetings  and  representations  it  was 
finally  agreed  that  at  least,  for  the  time  being,  the  scheme  apply  to  all 
pupils  at  Secondary  Schools,  Grammar  Schools,  Technical  Schools 
and  Schools  of  Further  Education.  Private  Schools  are  also  invited 
to  participate. 

A  glance  at  the  figures  would  appear  to  show  a  large  increase 
in  the  number  of  applicants  but,  in  reality,  after  allowing  for  the 
new  3  age  groups,  I  can  only  say  that  response  from  parents  is  very 
poor.  Well  over  50%  of  the  children  tested  proved  positive,  which 
means  that  some  time  or  other  they  have  been  in  contact  with  T.B. 
Fortunately,  x-ray  proved  that  none  was  active  to  the  disease,  but 
two  children  had  chest  disease  that  required  treatment  by  their  own 
doctors  and,  had  these  conditions  been  left,  might  have  proved 
much  more  serious  later  in  life.

Home  Helps  are  available  thoughout  the  area  where  service  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  in  the  household  of  any  person  who 
is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally  defective,  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  age. 

The  charge  for  the  service  is  4s.  6d.  per  hour,  but  where  the 
applicant  is  unable  to  afford  this  amount,  the  County  Council’s 
Scale  of  Assistance  is  applied.

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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  an  existing  Air  Ministry  Sewage  Disposal 
Plant  at  Coddington  Hall,  Winthorpe  Airfield,  was  purchased  and 
a  new  sewerage  system  and  pumping  station  constructed  in  the 
village. 

Winthorpe  requires  a  new  sewage  works  and  discussions  on 
siting  are  in  progress  with  the  Minister. 

A  new  sewerage  system  and  Sewage  Disposal  Plant  were 
commenced  in  Barnby. 


Water  Supply 

Generally  speaking  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its 
several  parts  had  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  Collingham  area  had  not,  unfortunately,  always  had  a 
plentiful  supply,  and  a  scheme  was  arranged  whereby  those  persons 
likely  to  be  considerably  in-convenienced  were  given  special  warning 
when  water  supplies  were  likely  to  fail. 

The  Newark  Corporation  had  informed  the  Council  that  a 
contract  had  been  let  for  the  laying  of  a  main  the  purpose  of  which 
was  designed  for  improving  supplies  to  the  area,  and  they  would  do 
all  within  their  power  to  maintain  water  supplies.
